Beef  cattle  feeding-facility  designs  have  pro- 
gressed   over   the   years   through    a   variety   of 
configurations,  beginning  with  outside  lots  and 
changing  to  intensively  populated,  totally  covered 
units.  These  confinement  units  are  now  widely 
used. 

Plan  6297  features  a  confinement  unit  with  low 
building  costs  and  simple  management  require- 
ments  that    has   fostered    excellent   animal 
growth.  A  roof  covers  about  68  percent  of  this  beef 
feeding  pen. 

The  design  incorporates  counter-sloped,  self- 
cleaning,  concrete  floors  on  either  side  of  a  litter 
alley.  Manure  in  the  alley  can  be  removed  by  a 
tractor-scraper  or  automatic  alley  cleaner;  manure 
may  also  be  removed  by  flushing  it  with  water  into 
an  adjacent  lagoon.  The  shelter's  resting  area  for 


cattle  is  oriented  to  the  southeast  to  use  the  winter 
sun  in  drying  animal  droppings  on  the  sloped 
floor. 

No   bedding   is   used   in   the   shelter.   Space   al- 
lowances range  from  27  to  33  square  feet  per  head 
at  market  weight. 

Complete  working  drawings  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Extension  agricultural  engineer  at  your 
State  land-grant  university.  A  small  charge  may  be 
made  to  cover  the  cost  of  printing.
